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REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives;  to  the  Board 
oi  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities;  and  to  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb : 

Gentlemen:  Your  Board  of  Directors  have  the  honor  to  sub¬ 
mit  for  your  consideration  their  report  for  the  year  ending  Sep¬ 
tember  30th,  1913. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  that  we  are  able  to  report  that 
the  year  has  been  one  of  steady  advance  in  all  departments. 

The  health  of  the  entire  family  has  been  exceedingly  good, 
no  death  and  but  little  sickness  having  occurred. 

The  attendance  has  been  unusually  large,  the  total  enrollment 
of  pupils  for  the  year  amounting  to  six  hundred  and  twenty-one 
(621),  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Institution. 

Our  particular  endeavor  is  to  so  instruct  the  pupils  that  every 
one  of  them  shall  be  able,  upon  leaving  school,  to  talk  fluently. 
All  instruction  is  by  oral  methods. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  remarkable  progress  made  by 
Kathryne  May  Frick,  the  deaf  and  blind  pupil,  since  her  entry  in¬ 
to  the  Institution.  Attention  to  her  eyesight  has  been  successful 
to  the  extent  of  enabling  her  to  recognize  light  from  darkness  and 
at  times  to  distinguish  color.  When  she  holds  brightly  colored 
objects  in  her  hand,  or  they  are  placed  in  a  strong  light  she  can 
recognize  and  distinguish  them.  Her  mental  progress  this  year 
has  been  more  rapid  than  in  prior  years.  She  is  a  most  pleasing 
girl.  Her  memory  is  excellent.  At  a  recent  visit  by  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Board,  she  recognized  him,  as  soon  as  she  took 
hold  of  his  watch  chain,  although  she  had  not  met  him  for  over  a 
year.  She  is  now  pursuing  the  regular  course  of  study  provided 
for  pupils  attending  graded  hearing  schools. 
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Kathryne  has  now  an  interesting  companion  with  whom  she 
is  quite  friendly,  Grace  Pearl,  who  has  been  recently  readmitted 
into  the  Institution.  After  Grace  had  been  here  some  five  years 
she  began  having  trouble  with  her  eyes,  which  resulted,  after 
she  had  removed  from  the  Institution,  in  the  total  loss  of  her 
sight.  The  Board  has  put  her  in  charge  of  a  special  teacher,  Miss 
Edith  Ball,  a  former  graduate  of  the  Institution,  and  she  is  al¬ 
ready  making  satisfactory  progress. 

In  order  to  better  enable  the  pupils  who  leave  the  Institution 
to  become  useful  and  wage-earning  citizens  it  has  been  deemed  ex¬ 
pedient  to  increase  the  hours  of  the  industrial  work  by  the  older 
classes  twenty  per  cent,  over  the  time  heretofore  allowed.  This 
has  been  done  after  careful  consideration,  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  from  the  past  month’s  experience,  that  the 
change  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  children. 

Another  interesting  change  in  the  department  of  instruction 
has  been  the  appointment  of  Miss  Jeannette  J.  Christmas  as  super¬ 
vising  teacher  of  the  Primary  Department.  Miss  Christmas’  rep¬ 
utation  as  a  skillful  teacher  of  primary  pupils  is  too  well  known 
to  call  for  special  comment.  The  Board  refers  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent’s  Report,  printed  herewith,  for  further  information  in  re¬ 
gard  to  this  important  advance  in  the  instruction  of  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  (180)  of  our  pupils. 

Notwithstanding  a  slight  decrease  in  the  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance,  the  total  general  expense  of  running  the  Institution 
in  consequence  of  the  large  attendance  of  pupils,  has  continued 
to  increase.  As  appears  by  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  there  was  a 
deficit  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  of  upward  of  three  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($3,000.).  For  further  details  attention  is  directed 
to  the  Treasurer’s  Report  itself. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  when  the  Institution  was 
founded,  it  was  entirely  through  private  means  that  its  yearly  ex¬ 
penses  were  met  and  it  continued  to  be  maintained  in  this  manner 
for  some  time.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  meeting  a 
great  State  want,  and  was  receiving  pupils  in  excess  of  its  means 
to  maintain  and  educate  them,  it  applied  for  State  aid  some  years 
ago,  and  has  received  it  ever  since.  Out  of  the  present  total  at- 
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tendance  of  five  hundred  and  forty-two  (542)  pupils,  51 1  are 
upon  the  State  foundation;  18  are  provided  for  by  their  parents; 
7  by  the  State  of  Delaware ;  and  6  by  the  Institution  itself.  These 
figures  are  somewhat  misleading  however  unless  it  is  borne  in 
mind  that  the  State  appropriates  but  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.)' 
per  capita,  while  the  actual  cost  of  each  pupil  is  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty  dollars  ($330.).  About  ten  per  cent,  therefore  of 
the  cost  of  maintaining  and  educating  each  pupil  on  the  State 
foundation  is  paid  out  of  the  Institution’s  own  money,  and  this 
is  in  addition  to  the  six  pupils  maintained  outright  by  the  Insti¬ 
tution  itself.  Hence  it  is  vital  to  the  continuance  of  our  noble 
work,  that  our  funds  be  maintained  and  the  benevolence  of  the 
public  continued. 

All  experts  declare  that  in  order  to  successfully  educate  chil¬ 
dren  in  public  institutions,  it  is  essential  to  bring  them  up  in  as 
nearly  a  home  atmosphere  as  possible.  Our  officers  and  instruc¬ 
tors  keep  this  fact  in  mind  and  endeavor  at  all  times  to  make  the 
life  of  the  pupil  in  the  Institution  as  nearly  as  possible  to  resemble 
his  life  in  a  well  appointed  home.  Anyone  visiting  the  school  no¬ 
tices  the  homelike  and  friendly  feeling  that  exists  among  the  pu¬ 
pils  and  towards  their  superiors,  and  the  absence  of  that  “asylum” 
life  too  often  observable  in  large  institutions. 

We  desire  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Ladies’  Committee 
for  their  excellent  work  in  connection  with  the  Household  De¬ 
partment. 

The  Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Treasurer,  and  other 
officers  are  hereto  appended  to  which  the  Board  refers  those  who 
desire  further  information.. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  acknowledge,  with  pleasure,  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties  by  all  officers  and 
employees;  and  with  grateful  thanks  to  God  for  His  continued 
mercies,  submit  this  report  of  another  year’s  work.

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Report  of  the  Ladies’  Committee. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  : 
Gentlemen:  Feeling  encouraged  by  the  experiences  of  the 
past  and  hopeful  as  to  the  future,  the  Ladies’  Committee  presents 
its  report  for  the  year  ending  October  the  22d,  1913. 

Compare  the  condition  of  the  deaf  today  with  what  it  was 
not  more  than  ten  years  ago,  consider  what  has  been  undertaken 
and  accomplished  during  the  same  period  of  time  to  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  such  subjects,  opening  to  them  almost  every 
avenue  leading  to  self-support  and  the  results  will  be  found  most 
satisfactory.  In  connection  with  this  particular  institution  these 
results  are  largely  due  to  the  self-sacrificing  patient  faithfulness 
of  the  teachers  and  household  officers. 

The  health  of  this  large  family  has  been  universally  good. 
Two  deaths  occurred  during  vacation  while  the  pupils  were  at 
their  homes ;  no  deaths  occurred  during  their  period  of  institution 
life.  This  most-to-be-desired  condition  of  health  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  officers  of  the  Household  Department  and  crowns 
their  efforts  with  success. 

Conscious  that  instruction  in  industrial  training  means 
much  to  the  life  of  a  deaf  child  the  Committee  on  Instruction  has 
added  to  this  branch  twenty  per  cent,  additional  time,  hoping  that 
this  change  may  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  older  and  more  ad¬ 
vanced  students  and  may  have  a  most  important  bearing  in  its 
results.

By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors  Grace  Pearl,  blind 
as  well  as  deaf,  has  been  admitted.  She  is  receiving  daily  in¬ 
struction  from  Miss  Edith  Ball,  herself  a  former  student.  Like 
Kathryne  Frick,  Grace  Pearl  is  making  most  noticeable  progress. 

Increased  attention  is  given  to  physical  training.  The 
exercises  of  the  classes  on  Demonstration  Day  gave  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  work  being  accomplished.  Miss  Barbara  Whitte- 
more  was  obliged  to  resign  owing  to  her  approaching  marriage. 
Miss  Charlotte  Whittemore  was  appointed  to  succeed  her.  She 
and  Mr.  Hines  have  charge  of  this  work  for  the  present  year. 

The  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Deaf  at  Doylestown  is 
quietly  carrying  on  its  work  by  providing  for  all  the  inmates  its 
capacity  will  allow. 

The  Committee  realizes  how  much  is  due  to  the  officers  of 
the  Household,  especially  to  the  Matrons  and  Steward,  who  have 
been  unceasing  in  their  labors. 

This  same  faithfulness  to  the  interests  of  the  Institution  and 
the  students  should  be  recorded  also  on  the  part  of  Miss  Diehl 
and  her  assistants.  Miss  Diehl  has  not  limited  her  instruction 
merely  to  the  branches  of  dressmaking  and  millinery.  She  has 
taught  and  cheered  more  than  one  of  her  pupils  by  imparting  to 
them  some  knowledge  of  fine  embroidery,  the  art  of  caning 
chairs  and  the  hand  weaving  of  baskets.  In  one  case  she  is 
teaching  a  nearly-blind  girl  whose  hands  have  been  rendered 
helpless  by  illness,  how  to  hold  and  thread  a  needle  and  how  to 
embroider. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  feels  that  this  public  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  service  thus  rendered  should  be  accorded  Miss  Diehl. 
In  doing  this  Miss  Diehl  is  brightening  the  lives  of  some  of  these 
subjects  and  she  is  assisting  the  Committee  itself  in  its  desire 
to  further  in  the  best  manner  possible  the  welfare  of  these  girl- 
pupils. 

There  have  been  no  special  changes  in  the  Academic  Depart¬ 
ment.  As  has  been  the  case  in  past  years  the  teachers  have 
been  altogether  faithful,  and  the  pupils  are  making  satisfactory 
progress. 


THE  MAIN  ENTRANCE  TO  THE  INSTITUTION  GROUNDS 
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Miss  Jeannette  J.  Christmas  has  been  made  supervising 
teacher  in  the  Primary  Department.  Under  Miss  Thompson  she 
will  have  charge  of  the  instruction  of  the  younger  classes. 

Seldom  a  year  passes  without  some  losses  in  the  membership 
of  the  Ladies’  Committee.  Miss  Mary  E.  Weld  resigned  before 
the  close  of  the  school  year  and  during  the  month  of  August  oc¬ 
curred  the  death  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Paul.  Miss  Paul’s  sympathy 
for  the  work  and  her  interest  in  the  pupils  cannot  but  be  greatly 
missed.  The  Committee  feels  keenly  the  loss  of  two  such  valued 
members  and  misses  their  animating  presence.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institu¬ 
tion  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  : 

Gentlemen:  Agreeably  to  regulations,  the  following  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Institution,  for  the  school  year,  ending  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1913,  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration: 

On  October  1st,  1912,  there  were  enrolled  five  hundred  and 
thirty-two  (532)  pupils,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
(277)  were  boys,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  (255)  were 
girls.  During  the  year  that  has  elapsed,  eighty-nine  (89)  pupils 
have  been  admitted,  seventy-seven  (77)  have  been  graduated 
and  honorably  discharged,  and  two  (2)  have  died,  making  a  to¬ 
tal  enrollment,  at  this  date,  of  five  hundred  and  forty-two  (542) 
pupils — two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (287)  boys  and  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-five  (255)  girls,  an  increase  of  ten  over  the  total 
attendance  of  last  year;  the  average  daily  attendance  was  530. 
The  enrollment  for  the  year  was  621,  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  Institution.

The  great  majority  of  these  newly  admitted  pupils,  eighty- 
four  (84)  out  of  eighty-nine  (89),  were  received  from  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania.  Five  (5)  were  non-resident,  and,  as  in  all 
similar  cases,  were  admitted  as  full-pay  pupils.  The  bounty  of 
the  State  is  extended  to  resident  pupils  only,  that  is  to  pupils 
whose  parents  are  bona  fide  citizens  of  the  State.  Sixty-five 
(65)  of  them  were  born  in  this  State,  fourteen  (14)  in  other 
states  of  the  Union,  and  ten  were  foreign  born.  The  number  of 
foreign  born  pupils  is  unusually  large;  there  were  only  four  (4) 
the  previous  year.

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An  examination  of  this  statement  discloses  many  interesting 
facts.  Of  the  total  number  of  pupils  admitted  during  the  year, 
eighty-nine  (89)  in  all,  thirty  (30),  nearly  34  per  cent.,  were 
born  deaf.  While  this  proportion  is  larger  than  last  year  and 
the  year  before,  it  does  not  vary  greatly  from  the  commonly  ac¬ 
cepted  ratio  of  congenital  deafness  in  the  schools  of  the  country 
and  among  the  deaf  as  a  class,  namely  33  per  cent.  Among  other 
preponderating  causes  may  be  noted  Meningitis  (9),  Falls  (5), 
Measles  (5),  Catarrh(5),  Pneumonia  (4).,  Sickness,  nature  un¬ 
stated,  (4),  Whooping-cough  (4),  Brain  Fever  (3)  and  so  on 
through  the  list,  a  common  one  in  all  the  schools  for  the  in¬ 
struction  of  deaf  children.  While  there  are  probably  other  pre¬ 
disposing  causes,  consanguinity  and  intermarriage  are  no  doubt 
by  far  the  most  powerful  agencies  in  the  production  of  congeni¬ 
tal  deafness  and  it  is  high  time  that  restrictive  measures  be 
taken  to  check  such  defect  in  the  general  population.  It  may 
also  be  noted  that  while  nearly  34  per  cent,  of  the  newly  admitted 
pupils  were  born  deaf  a  still  greater  number,  thirty-eight  (38), 

or  nearly  43  per  cent.,  fell  a  prey  to  this  unfortunate  defect  be¬ 
fore  reaching  the  age  of  three  years,  that  fifteen  (15)  became 
deaf  between  the  years  of  three  and  six,  and  six  (6)  after  the 
sixth  year  had  been  passed.  The  oldest  was  twelve  when  deafness 
intervened. 

The  average  age  of  these  new  pupils  was  unusually  high, 
fully  nine  years,  it  is  usually  much  lower.  As  a  class  they  are 
unusually  intelligent  and  no  doubt  will  quickly  respond  to  efforts 
to  instruct  them.  The  great  majority  came  to  us  without  pre¬ 
vious  instruction  and  therefore  furnish  virgin  soil  for  their  in¬ 
structors  ;  ten  had  received  more  or  less  training  in  other  schools. 
The  sexes  are  almost  evenly  divided,  41  girls  to  48  boys,  usually 
there  is  a  much  greater  preponderance  of  the  male  sex. 

According  to  the  returns  received  from  the  parents,  the 
causes  of  deafness  among  the  five  hundred  and  forty-two  (542) 
pupils,  now  enrolled,  are  as  follows :

Taking  the  school  as  a  whole  we  find  36  per  cent,  were  born 
deaf;  nearly  15  per  cent,  lost  their  hearing  from  Meningitis; 
nearly  6  per  cent,  from  Scarlet  Fever;  4  per  cent,  from  Measles 
and  so  on;  twenty  (20)  became  deaf  from  sickness  whose  nature 
is  not  disclosed  by  the  records  and  forty-nine  (49)  from  causes 
unknown.  The  list  is  a  very  suggestive  one  and  should  afford 
warning  to  parents  when  their  little  ones  are  overtaken  with  these 
direful  diseases.

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The  care  of  this  large  family  in  all  its  varying  needs  and 
moods  calls  for  the  constant  exercise  of  patience  and  good  judg¬ 
ment.  As  in  the  management  of  all  large  undertakings  mistakes 
are  sometimes  made,  but  it  is  believed  that  in  the  main  every 
condition  and  every  reasonable  requirement  have  been  fairly 
met  by  those  charged  with  administrative  affairs. 

The  general  health  of  the  family  was  remarkably  good. 
No  deaths  occurred  during  term  time  and  no  distressing  cases 
of  illness.  Unlike  the  two  preceding  years  when  the  school  was 
sorely  visited,  there  were  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  nor  of  diph¬ 
theria.  The  most  severe  visitations  were  in  connection  with  scar¬ 
let  fever  of  which  there  were  seven  cases,  pneumonia  four,  and 
phthisis  one,  all  of  whom  made  favorable  recovery.  Otherwise 
the  family  was  quite  free  from  serious  sickness.  There  was  an 
outbreak  of  measles,  32  cases;  of  bronchitis,  27  cases;  tonsilitis, 
76  cases  and  chicken-pox,  14  cases,  all  of  a  mild  character, 
and  yielding  readily  to  the  prompt  measures  of  the  attending 
physician,  Dr.  Russell  H.  Johnson,  to  extirpate  the  infection. 
Other  mild  cases  of  indigestion,  colds,  neuralgia,  contusion  and 
fracture,  always  to  be  looked  for  in  such  a  large  family,  gave  no 
occasion  for  alarm  and  readily  yielded  to  the  treatment  of  the 
physicians  and  nurses.  As  heretofore  Dr.  H.  R.  Wharton  had 
charge  of  the  surgical  cases  that  arose  during  the  year;  Dr.  Carl 
Williams  of  the  eye  cases,  and  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Cleveland  of  the 
ear  cases.  Dr.  William  Diehl  gave  attention  to  all  dental  cases. 
In  all  instances  when  overtaken  by  illness  of  whatever  character 
the  pupils  receive  immediate  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  physi¬ 
cians  and  nurses,  and  parents  and  friends  may  rest  assured  of  the 
kindest  and  most  skilful  treatment  of  their  children.  They 
could  not  receive  better  or  more  sympathetic  care  were  they  at 
their  own  homes.  A  visit  to  our  infirmary  would  speedily  con¬ 
vince  the  most  skeptical  inquirer  of  this  fact.  , 

Under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Steward  and  Matron 
the  affairs  of  the  household  were  conducted  with  the  usual 
efficiency.  As  stated  in  previous  reports  household  supplies  were 
for  the  most  part  purchased  under  contract.  Flour,  meats,  but¬ 
ter,  potatoes,  coal,  groceries  of  all  kinds,  cloth,  leather,  cotton 
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and  linen  goods,  glass-  and  china-ware,  carpets  and  carpeting, 
furniture,  in  fact  everything  except  perishable  goods,  such  as 
fruit,  eggs,  fish,  and  vegetables,  is  ordered  or  purchased  in  this 
manner.  An  abundant  supply  of  ice  manufactured  from  distilled 
water  is  provided  on  our  own  grounds  by  the  engineering  force. 
Pasteurised  milk  is  supplied  on  daily  orders  by  one  of  the  largest 
milk  firms  in  the  city,  while  bread  of  excellent  quality  is  provided 
by  our  own  bakers.  In  this  manner  nearly  all  supplies  necessary 
to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  our  large  family  are  purchased 
at  the  lowest  rates  consistent  with  good  quality.  During  the 
summer  vacation  all  parts  of  the  buildings  are  placed  in  thorough 
repair,  and  well  cleaned  and  aired  for  use  during  the  approaching 
session  of  school.  The  kitchens,  bath-rooms,  toilet-rooms,  dor¬ 
mitories,  bed-rooms,  dining-rooms,  play-rooms,  and  school-rooms 
are  placed  in  the  best  condition  consistent  with  economy  and 
practical  utility.  All  this  costs  money.  It  might  be  done  at  less 
expense  and  with  less  regard  for  the  health  and  happiness  of  the 
family  but  it  is  confidently  believed  that  a  wiser  and  truer  economy 
is  observed  when  a  reasonable  and  consistent  regard  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  our  pupils  is  systematically  practiced  in  ways  of 
rational  and  wholesome  living.  Certain  it  is  that  our  pupils  grow 
to  sturdier  manhood  and  womenhood  in  consequence  of  the  care 
and  treatment  received  while  under  our  care. 

Aside  from  the  resignation  in  August  of  Miss  Florence  A. 
Bodenhorn,  in  consequence  of  her  marriage,  there  were  no  changes 
in  the  Household  Staff  to  be  reported.  Miss  Bodenhorn  had 
filled  the  position  of  clerk  to  the  Superintendent  for  several 
years  in  a  very  acceptable  manner.  Always  obliging,  an  expert 
stenographer  and  typewriter  and  an  accurate  accountant,  the 
severance  of  her  official  relations  with  the  school  will  long  be  re¬ 
gretted.  To  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Miss  Bodenhorn’s  re¬ 
tirement  Miss  Ruth  M.  Godwin,  daughter  of  Mr.  Arthur  J. 
Godwin,  for  several  years  instructor  of  printing  in  the  Industrial 
Department,  has  been  appointed.  Miss  Godwin  is  a  graduate 
of  the  William  Penn  High  School,  Philadelphia,  and  a  trained 
stenographer.  She  promises  to  make  a  very  capable  assistant. 
No  other  changes  of  moment  occurred  on  the  Household  Staff

during  the  year.  The  steward,  the  matron  and  assistant  ma¬ 
trons,  the  supervisors  and  assistant  supervisors,  and  the  nurses, 
long  in  the  employ  of  the  Institution,  continue  to  fill  their  sever¬ 
al  positions  in  a  very  acceptable  manner.  The  experience  gained 
by  long  years  of  faithful  service  is  of  the  highest  value  to  the 
school  and  is  not  to  be  measured  by  dollars  and  cents,  it  is 
found  in  the  faithful  and  orderly  discharge  of  duty,  in  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  trust  well  performed,  and  in  the  respect  and  love  of  a 
large  family  well  and  faithfully  served.  Such  service  never  is, 
never  can  be  adequately  compensated. 

The  grounds  continue  to  receive  their  share  of  attention, 
the  lawns  never  looked  greener,  the  trees  and  plants  never  more 
beautiful.  A  good  piece  of  work  was  executed  by  removing 
the  sunken  terra  cotta  piping,  above  the  stone  bridge,  and  dig¬ 
ging,  walling  and  terracing  a  wide  drain  to  carry  off  the  waters 
in  times  of  severe  storm.  This  work  will  be  extended  later 
on  below  the  bridge  where  the  walls  of  the  drain  have  been 
undermined  through  the  action  of  the  water,  and  stronger  and 
better  wall  work  erected  for  the  protection  of  the  embankments. 
The  trees,  rapidly  assuming  larger  dimensions,  call  each  year 
for  more  attention  in  the  way  of  pruning  and  spraying.  Through 
the  action  of  the  Committee  a  few  more  maples,  oaks,  and  gum 
trees  will  be  set  out  this  Fall,  adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds 
and  drives,  and  providing  increased  shade  for  the  pupils  on  hot 
summer  days.  The  pond  affords  a  constant  source  of  amuse¬ 
ment  to  the  younger  pupils  in  summer  and  to  the  older  ones 
in  winter.  I  could  wish  that  it  was  three  times  its  present  size. 

The  vegetable  garden  at  the  rear  of  the  barn  was  carefully 
cultivated  and  yielded  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  vegetables 
for  the  members  of  the  family  whose  good  fortune  it  was  to  be 
present  to  enjoy  them  during  the  late  summer  and  early  fall 
months. 

The  heating  and  lighting  department  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Fowden  met  every  requirement  during  the  year.  The 
boilers,  engines  and  dynamos  are  in  excellent  condition  and  as 
a  result,  our  large  buildings  and  grounds  are  constantly  pro¬ 
vided  with  an  abundant  supply  of  heat  and  light.  The  automatic 
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balance  drafts  to  the  boilers,  installed  a  year  ago,  give  great 
satisfaction.  They  increase  the  combustion  of  the  fire-boxes  and 
lighten  to  a  considerable  extent  the  labors  of  the  firemen.  It 
is  believed  that  through  their  operation  an  economy  of  fully  12 
per  cent,  in  our  coal  consumption  has  been  effected.  Besides 
attending  to  the  usual  repair  work  of  the  year,  Mr.  Fowden  and 
his  force,  during  the  vacation  period,  installed  a  large  ice-cream 
freezer  in  the  kitchen  pantry  of  Wissinoming  Hall,  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  enlarged  the  ice-plant,  and  rebuilt  the  fire 
escapes  leading  to  the  boys’  and  girls’  courts  at  Wingohocking 
Hall.  In  each  case  an  excellent  piece  of  work  was  executed. 
The  total  consumption  of  coal  for  the  year  was  3,047  tons  as 
against  3,407  tons  the  previous  year,  a  saving  of  over  ten  per  cent. 
The  total  amount  of  refrigeration  provided  (ice  and  brinage)  was 
354  tons  as  against  281  tons  the  previous  year.  The  great 
heat  of  the  past  summer  was  in  large  measure  accountable  for  this 
increase.  As  in  the  Household  there  were  no  changes  in  the 
operating  force  of  this  important  department. 


The  work  of  the  Industrial  Department  under  the  general 
direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  J.  Baily  was  carried  on  with  satisfactory 
results.  Four  hundred  and  ten  (410)  pupils  received  instruction 
as  follows :

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The  general  hours  of  instruction  are  from  7.30  to  10. 10  A.  M. 
for  the  pupils  of  the  Advanced  Department,  and  from  2.00  to 
4.20  P.  M.  for  the  pupils  of  the  Intermediate  Department.  These 
hours  are  observed  for  five  days  in  the  week,  Mondays  to  Fridays 
inclusive.  On  Saturdays  the  hours  are  from  7.30  to  9.30  and 
10.00  to  12.00  in  the  morning  only. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  hours,  by  recent  action  of  the 
Committee  on  Instruction,  increased  opportunity  for  trade 
learning  will  hereafter  be  afforded  to  a  number  of  the  older 
pupils  in  connection  with  class-room  work.  The  five  classes  of 
the  A  Grade  will  in  turn  give  a  whole  week  to  instruction  in  the 
various  trades  they  have  taken  up.  This  arrangement  will  give 
them  20  per  cent,  more  time  in  the  Industrial  Department  and 
cannot  but  add  very  materially  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  train¬ 
ing  received.  Already  there  are  many  evidences  of  marked 
progress.  Besides  these  five  classes  there  are  some  ten  boys  and 
girls  from  lower  grades  who  are  permitted  to  spend  from  three 
to  five  hours  daily  in  the  department,  making  some  fifty  of  our 
older  and  larger  pupils  who  give  from  one-half  to  three-fourths 
of  their  time  to  the  acquisition  of  some  useful,  self-supporting 
occupation. 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Eugene  C.  Moore,  teacher  of  wood-work,  resigned 
at  the  close  of  the  year  to  accept  appointment  to  a  responsible 
position  in  one  of  the  public  schools  of  Philadelphia,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Rogers,  teacher  of  tailoring,  gave  up  his  position  to 
accept  appointment  in  a  western  training  school.  To  succeed  the 
former,  Ira  W.  Terry,  a  graduate  of  the  Williamson  Trade 
School  and  teacher  of  woodwork  in  the  Beverly,  Massachussetts, 
School  for  the  Deaf,  has  been  appointed,  while  to  fill  the  place 
of  the  latter,  James  W.  Babinec,  an  experienced  tailor  of  the  city 
has  been  selected.  Both  are  capable  men  and  give  promise  of 
success  in  their  respective  positions.  Much  valuable  work  was 
done  by  the  classes  under  instruction  during  the  year :  the  classes 
in  cooking  and  domestic  science  conducted  thoughout  the  whole 
term  by  the  Chief  Matron,  Miss  Carrie  M.  Hess,  manifested  en¬ 
thusiastic  interest  in  all  branches  taught  and  added  greatly  to  their 
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knowledge  of  housekeeping;  the  classes  in  baking  provided  all 
the  bread,  cakes  and  fine  pastry  required  by  our  large  family; 
the  classes  in  plastering  and  brick-laying  erected  several  pieces 
of  wall  work,  built  a  number  of  closets  for  the  use  of  the  officers 
and  pupils,  and  executed  several  pieces  of  repair  work  in  cement; 
the  classes  in  carpentry  attended  to  nearly  all  the  repairs  on  the 
different  buildings,  and  executed  several  very  creditable  pieces  of 
work  in  cabinet  making;  the  classes  in  painting,  glazing  and 
paperhanging  attended  to  several  large  pieces  of  work  in  the 
large  residence  buildings  and  gave  three  good  coats  to  the 
exterior  of  the  Superintendent’s  house  and  to  the  Infirmary;  the 
printers  attended  to  all  the  job-work  of  the  Institution,  got  out 
our  bi-weekly  paper,  The  Mt.  Airy  World ,  and  the  Annual  Re¬ 
port  and  completed  the  fourth  volume  of  Mr.  Dana’s  delightful 
Glimpses  of  English  History  in  a  most  workman-like  manner; 
while  the  classes  in  tailoring,  shoemaking,  dressmaking  and  mil¬ 
linery  accomplished  the  usual  amount  of  creditable  work  in  their 
several  departments.  Mr.  Baily  and  his  assistants  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  on  the  progress  of  their  pupils  and  upon  the  large 
amount  of  excellent  work  executed  during  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  majority  of  the  gradu¬ 
ates  of  last  term,  and,  of  those  honorably  discharged,  received 
almost  immediate  appointment  to  good  positions  in  the  city  and 
throughout  the  State,  upon  leaving  school. 

Instruction  in  Physical  Training  was  continued  throughout 
the  year  with  unabated  interest.  Miss  Barbara  Whittemore  proved 
herself  a  worthy  successor  of  Miss  Ousterhoudt,  now  Mrs.  George 
W.  Watson  of  New  York  City,  and  Mr.  Hines  added  to  his  rep¬ 
utation  as  an  expert  instructor  in  Swedish  gymnastics.  All  pu¬ 
pils  whose  physical  condition  permitted  were  required  to  join 
the  classes  for  two  periods  of  instruction  every  week.  There 
were  no  changes  in  the  methods  pursued.  Floor  and  apparatus 
work  of  every  kind  common  to  the  Swedish  System  received 
attention  in  the  gymnasium,  while  various  sports  and  pastimes, 
such  as  baseball,  foot-ball,  basket  ball,  hand-ball,  tennis,  hockey, 
running,  and  jumping  were  freely  indulged  in  as  out-of-door 
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The  Annual  Demonstration  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
was  given  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  April  9th,  and  was  a  pro¬ 
nounced  success.  Classes  from  the  Primary,  Intermediate  and 
Advanced  Departments  took  part,  and  the  work  exhibited  included 
story  plays,  marching,  apparatus  work,  dancing,  and  tumbling. 
The  exhibit  was  decidedly  the  best  ever  given  in  the  gymnasium 
and  reflected  much  credit  upon  Miss  Whittemore  and  Mr.  Hines, 
to  whose  untiring  efforts  the  success  of  the  occasion  was  due.  At 
the  close  of  the  exercises  the  Cup  was  awarded  to  A  Grade  Girls 
for  excellence  in  Marching  by  Chairman  Montgomery.  Through 
the  generous  action  of  Thomas  DeWitt  Cuyler,  Esq.,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Athletics,  prizes  were  awarded  for  superior 
work  to  Elva  Robbins,  Ada  Romig,  Letitia  Matthews,  Charles 
McArthur,  James  Jennings  and  Albin  Cooper  of  the  Advanced 
Department  and  to  Mary  Wolfe,  Rose  Ehrlich,  Jessie  Sullivan, 
William  Thomson,  and  Albert  Lewis  of  the  Intermediate 
Department. 

I  greatly  regret  having  to  record  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Barbara  Whittemore  who  was  compelled  to  give  up  her  work  in 
consequence  of  her  marriage  in  June.  To  succeed  her  Miss 
Charlotte  Whittemore,  also  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  Normal 
School  of  Swedish  Gymnastics,  was  appointed  and  began  work  at 
the  opening  of  the  present  term  in  September.  Mr.  Hines  retains 
his  position  in  the  department,  and  will  have  charge  of  the  train¬ 
ing  of  all  the  larger  boys.  Miss  Whittemore,  like  her  pred¬ 
ecessor  will  direct  the  work  among  all  the  girls  and  the  smaller 
boys.  The  total  number  of  pupils  who  received  training  in  the  de¬ 
partment  during  the  year  was  five  hundred  and  twenty-one  (521), 
two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (283)  boys  and  two  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  (238)  girls.  By  reason  of  physical  weakness  twenty- 
one  (21),  twelve  (12)  boys  and  nine  (9)  girls,  were  excused. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  steady,  progressive  work 
in  the  Academic  Department,  wherein  are  now  numbered  five 
hundred  and  forty- two,  (542)  pupils,  the  largest  number  under 
instruction  at  any  one  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution.  Oral 
Methods  as  distinguished  from  Combined  System  Methods  are 
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alone  pursued  for  purposes  of  instruction,  and  they  are  believed 
to  be  fully  adequate  to  the  best  advancement  of  our  pupils.  As 
stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1909-10,  in  speaking  of  certain 
changes  that  had  recently  been  made  in  our  methods,  “We 
do  not  claim  to  be  able  to  make  orators  or  public  speakers  of  our 
pupils,  but  we  do  claim  to  be  able  to  give  them  a  good  general  edu¬ 
cation,  and  in  doing  so,  to  train  their  powers  of  speech  and  lip- 
reading  to  the  extent  of  enabling  them  to  communicate  freely  with 
their  friends  and  relatives,  and  to  express  their  thoughts  in  fairly 
correct  English  on  all  topics  of  general  interest.  Except  in  a  com¬ 
paratively  few  cases,  more  than  this  may  not  wisely  be  claimed 
for  any  method.  Any  method  that  will  give  the  average  deaf  child 
a  fair  command  of  his  native  tongue,  a  fair  acquaintance  with  the 
subjects  that  constitute  a  fair  English  education  and  the  power  to 
speak  intelligibly  and  to  read  the  speech  of  others  freely  is  a  good 
method,  and  any  method  that  falls  short  of  these  ends,  by  what¬ 
ever  name  known,  is  not  a  good  method.  Sign  language  methods 
have  been  discarded  in  this  school  because  they  are  unnecessary, 
and  because  we  believe  they  interfere  with  the  best  progress  of 
our  pupils  in  the  acquisition  of  speech  and  lip-reading  and  in  their 

advancement  in  all  branches  of  study.” 

- 

In  the  Primary  grades  of  the  school,  numbering  some  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  (185)  pupils,  ranging  in  years  from  five 
to  twelve,  the  work  has  been  re-arranged  to  meet  the  changed  con¬ 
ditions.  In  the  Kindergarten  Classes  composed  of  the  very 
youngest  pupils,  those  not  over  six  years  of  age,  the  exercises  are 
restricted  to  those  tending  to  inculcate  ideas  of  form,  shape  and 
color,  to  the  development  of  rapid  lip-reading,  to  the  acquisition 
of  all  the  simple  sounds  and  their  simple  combinations,  and  to 
the  mastery  of  a  simple  vocabulary,  both  oral  and  written.  In 
the  first  and  second  grades  consisting  of  pupils  of  from  seven  to 
ten  and  twelve  years  of  age,  regular  first  and  second  year  work  is 
given  and  includes  full  instruction  in  speech  and  lip-reading,  in 
simple  written  language  forms,  in  penmanship,  and  in  simple  num¬ 
ber  work  and  physical  training.  As  compared  with  the  course  of 
four  or  five  years  ago,  the  work  has,  therefore,  been  much  sim¬ 
plified  to  meet  the  conditions  made  necessary  by  the  presence  of 
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large  numbers  of  much  younger  children.  It  is  simpler  and  much 
less  inclusive.  Much  more  attention  is  given  to  lip-reading  and 
simple  articulation  and,  it  is  believed,  with  the  result  that  better 
and  surer  returns  are  secured  in  both  of  these  important  and 
necessary  branches. 

An  important  step  in  advance  was  made  at  the  opening  of 
the  present  school  year  in  the  appointment  of  Miss  Jeannette 
J.  Christmas  as  Supervising  Teacher  in  this  department.  Of 
long  experience  Miss  Christmas  bears  an  enviable  reputation  as 
a  primary  teacher,  and  her  appointment  is  bound  to  exert  a  de¬ 
cided  influence  in  advancing  the  work  of  instruction  among  our 
younger  pupils.  For  the  present  she  will  actively  supervise  the 
work  of  the  teachers  of  the  ten  lowest  classes,  and  otherwise 
generally  assist  Miss  Thompson  in  directing  the  work  of  this,  the 
largest,  and  in  some  respects,  the  most  interesting  department  of 
the  school. 

Five  changes  were  made  in  the  teaching  staff:  Misses  Jones 
of  the  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  Day  School,  Bell  of  the  Ad¬ 
vanced  Department,  Broadbent  of  the  Oldham,  England,  School, 
Sibyl  Richards  of  the  Rome,  New  York,  School  and  Edith  Rich¬ 
ards  of  the  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  School  were  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancies  occasioned  by  the  resignation's  of  Misses  Sampson, 
McGill,  James  and  Walters  and  the  appointment  of  Miss  Christ¬ 
mas  as  Supervising  Teacher. 

In  the  Intermediate  grades,  consisting  of  some  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  (175)  pupils,  ranging  in  years  from  eight  to  fif¬ 
teen,  a  distinct  advance  is  made  in  all  branches  taught — in  articu¬ 
lation,  in  lip-reading,  in  language  involving  all  the  simpler  forms, 
in  simple  oral  and  written  lessons,  in  geography  and  history,  in 
number  work  to  and  including  long  division  with  simple  problems, 
in  drawing  and  in  physical  training.  The  value  of  the  training 
received  is  shown  in  the  distinct  advance  made  by  the  pupils  in 
all  these  branches,  as  transferred  each  year  to  the  Advanced  De¬ 
partment.  The  four  classes  transferred  this  Fall  are  quite  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  any  received  for  some  time  past,  and  reflect  much  credit 
on  the  painstaking  efforts  of  the  principal  and  teachers  of  the  In¬ 
termediate  Department,  a  department  whose  real  and  substantial 
merits  are  too  often  overlooked  by  casual  and  superficial  obser- 
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vers.  The  work  of  the  beginning  and  graduating  classes  is  usu¬ 
ally  much  more  striking  in  comparison,  but  when  hard  plodding 
work  and  real  merit  are  considered,  the  professional  teacher  is 
never  at  a  loss  to  decide  where  the  honors  should  be  bestowed. 

Three  changes  were  made  on  the  staff  of  the  department  at 
the  end  of  the  year  in  June  last:  Misses  Charles  of  the  Provi¬ 
dence,  Rhode  Island,  School,  Mercer  of  the  Beverly,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  School,  and  Bristow  of  the  Brattleboro,  Vermont,  School 
were  appointed  to  take  the  places  of  Misses  Bowman,  and  Edith 
and  Ruth  Wyckoff,  resigned. 

The  work  of  instruction,  as  briefly  outlined  above,  in  the  Pri¬ 
mary  and  Intermediate  Departments  is  further  supplemented  by 
careful  and  systematic  effort  through  a  five  or  six  years’  course 
in  the  Advanced  Department.  No  branch  of  study  is  suffered  to 
lapse  because  of  the  transfer  from  the  lower  departments  to  the 
higher,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  furthered  at  every  point.  The  work 
hitherto  accomplished  now  serves  as  a  basis  for  further  effort  in 
all  branches,  in  speech,  in  lip-reading,  in  composition,  grammar, 
mathematics,  physics,  geography  and  history.  Examinations  made 
each  year  by  the  teachers,  principal  and  superintendent  carefully 
test  the  accuracy  and  efficiency  of  the  instruction  imparted  and  of 
the  knowledge  acquired. 

The  continued  progress  of  Kathryne  May  Frick,  the  special 
ward  of  the  State,  excites  general,  almost  universal,  interest  in 
consequence  of  the  double  handicap,  blindness  and -deafness,  un¬ 
der  which  she  labors.  During  the  year  ending  in  June  last,  she 
remained  under  the  particular  care  of  Miss  Julia  A.  Foley,  but 
with  the  opening  of  the  new  term  in  September,  with  a  view  to 
perfect  her  speech  and  lip-reading,  it  was  deemed  wise  to  place 
her  under  the  special  care  of  a  hearing  teacher,  Miss  Foley  con¬ 
tinuing  her  instruction  in  one  or  two  special  branches  but  other¬ 
wise  being  engaged  as  special  teacher  of  arithmetic  in  the  D  Grade, 
a  work  for  which  she  has  much  aptitude.  Miss  Mabel  P.  Whit¬ 
man,  one  of  our  special  teachers  in  articulation,  having  had  pre¬ 
vious  experience  in  teaching  a  deaf-blind  child  in  another  school, 
was  appointed  to  the  position  and  now  has  full  direction  of  Kath- 
ryne’s  further  instruction.  Thus  far  the  change  has  proven  a  wise 
one.  Kathryne  is  improving  rapidly  in  speech ;  her  voice  is  clear 
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and  agreeable  and  she  uses  it  to  good  effect  at  all  times.  Her  lip- 
reading  is  also  improving  through  continued  effort,  and  much 
progress  is  likewise  anticipated  in  this  branch  this  term.  Under 
Miss  Whitman  she  will  pursue  a  regular  graded  course  of  study 
in  language,  arithmetic,  geography  and  history,  not  neglecting,  of 
course,  special  and  particular  training  in  articulation. 

Through  the  kindly  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors  taken 
at  their  September  meeting,  Kathryne,  hereafter,  is  to  have  a  class 
companion  in  the  person  of  Grace  Pearl  of  Philadelphia,  who,  like 
herself,  is  blind  as  well  as  deaf.  Grace  had  been  a  pupil  of  the 
school  for  some  five  or  six  years  during  which  time  she  had  made 
satisfactory  progress,  but  in  the  early  spring  of  1911  she  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  give  up  her  studies  in  consequence  of  approaching  eye 
trouble  of  a  serious  character.  One  year  later  the  fears  of  her 
family  and  friends  were  realized,  she  became  totally  blind  as  well 
as  deaf,  and  now  is  admitted  to  further  special  training  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Board.  A  special  teacher  has  been  appointed  in  the 
person  of  Miss  Edith  W.  Ball,  a  graduate  of  the  Institution  and 
of  the  Wilmington  High  School  for  Girls.  Herself  a  good  speaker 
and  lip-reader,  though  entirely  deaf,  Miss  Ball  brings  to  the  task 
•of  teaching  Grace  unbounded  enthusiasm  and  zeal.  Good  results 
.are  therefore  anticipated  from  this  new  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Institution  to  give  light  and  comfort  and  happiness  to  another 
sorely  afflicted  child. 

The  five  hundred  and  forty-two  (542)  pupils  now  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school  are  graded  and  classified  as  follows  for 
purposes  of  instruction:

The  Tenth  Conference  of  Principals  and  Superintendents  of 
America  Schools  for  the  Deaf  was  held  at  the  Indiana  State 
School  for  the  Deaf,  Indianapolis,  June  27th  to  July  1st,  inclusive. 
The  meeting  was  largely  attended.  The  papers  that  were  read 
were  of  a  high  order,  and  the  discussions  that  followed  were  able 
and  interesting.  Mr.  Arthur  Clarence  Manning,  Principal  of  the 
Advanced  Department  of  this  Institution  attended  and  read  an 
interesting  paper  on  the  “Hours  of  Academic  and  Industrial 
Training.” 
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The  Tenth  Convention  of  the  National  Association  of  the 
Deaf  was  held  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  August  20th  to  27th,  attracting 
a  large  gathering  of  the  adult  deaf  of  the  country.  Several  val¬ 
uable  papers  were  read  and  much  important  business  transacted. 

This  Association  is  composed  of  the  graduate  deaf  of  the  country 
and  meets  triennially.  The  membership  is  rapidly  increasing. 
There  was  also  a  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  the  Deaf  at  Shamokin,  Pa.,  August  15th  to  17th, 
at  which  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  the  graduates  of  this 
and  other  schools.  The  special  object  of  this  Association  is  to 
provide  support  for  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Deaf  at 
Doylestown,  and  to  promote  the  general  advancement  of  the  deaf 
as  a  class.  Its  objects  are  most  worthy.

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Report  of  the  Advanced  Department. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir:  The  pupils  of  the  Advanced  Department,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  returned  to  school  this  fall  more  promptly  than 
usual.  A  few  did  not .  return,  having  been  put  to  work  by  their 
parents. 

Grace  Pearl,  a  former  pupil,  who  was  taken  out  of  school  on 
account  of  failing  eye  sight,  has  been  re-admitted  as  a  blind-deaf 
pupil,  having  become  totally  blind. 

There  are  at  present  in  this  Department  one  hundred  and 
eighty-two  (182)  pupils,  ninety- two  (92)  bo)^s  and  ninety  (90} 
girls. 

Of  the  above  number,  forty-three  (43)  were  transferred 
from  the  Intermediate  Department,  and  five  (5)  came  from  other 
schools. 

Warren  Smaltz,  who  graduated  last  June,  has  returned  for 
post-graduate  work.  He  has  been  admitted  to  the  Sophomore 
Class  of  the  Germantown  High  School  and  is  pursuing  his  studies 
with  credit. 

The  plan  of  having  the  five  (5)  most  advanced  classes,  con¬ 
stituting  the  A  Grade,  spend  their  whole  time  for  one  week  in 
every  five  in  the  Industrial  Department,  is  working  admirably. 
The  pupils  appreciate  the  privilege  of  increasing  their  familiarity 
with  their  trades,  and  at  the  same  time  they  apply  themselves  to 
their  books  with  gratifying  enthusiasm.  The  girls  of  these  classes 
are  also  given  special  training  in  housekeeping  by  Miss  Hess,  the 
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Matron.  In  the  evening  these  pupils  devote  their  time  to  study 
as  when  doing  regular  class  work. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Nellie  M.  Taylor  and  the  trans¬ 
ference  of  Miss  Martha  C.  Bell  to  the  Primary  Department  left 
two  vacancies  in  the  teaching  staff  of  this  Department.  To  fill 
these  vacancies,  Miss  Annie  McD.  Ervin,  of  the  Rhode  Island 
School  for  the  Deaf,  and  Miss  Willie  C.  Spainhour,  of  the  North 
Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf,  have  been  appointed  as  teachers. 
Miss  Julia  A.  Foley  is  doing  regular  class  room  work  and  Miss 
Mabel  P.  Whitman  is  giving  her  entire  time  to  Kathryne  Frick. 
Miss  Edith  W.  Ball,  a  graduate  of  this  Institution  and  of  the  Wil¬ 
mington,  Delaware,  High  School,  has  been  appointed  as  teacher 
for  Grace  Pearl. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  pupils  reach  this  Department 
at  a  very  much  earlier  age  than  formerly,  the  books  in  the  libraries 
of  the  D  and  C  Grades  proved  too  difficult  and  consequently  un¬ 
interesting  to  the  pupils  in  these  Grades.  The  books  in  these 
libraries  have  been  distributed  among  the  libraries  for  the  more 
advanced  pupils,  and  books  within  the  comprehension  of  the 
younger  have  been  purchased  for  them.  The  result  has  been  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  development  of  these  pupils,  in  whom 
it  is  most  desirable  to  cultivate  a  love  for  reading. 

The  eighteen  (18)  teachers  in  this  Department  have  been 
assigned  classes  as  follows :

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Report  of  the  Intermediate  Department. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir:  The  school  year  of  1912-1913  opened  with  one 
hundred  and  seventy  (170)  pupils  on  roll  in  the  Intermediate  De¬ 
partment  and  closed  with  an  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  sev¬ 
enty-one  (171).  In  October,  1912,  as  was  shown  in  the  report 
submitted  to  you  then,  the  number  of  boys  was  ninety-six  (96) 
and  of  girls  seventy-four  (74)  ;  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in 
June  the  count  of  boys  was  ninety-four  (94)  and  of  girls  seventy- 
seven  (77). 

Early  in  the  fall  one  boy,  a  new  pupil,  who,  on  his  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  school,  had  been  placed  on  trial  in  an  Intermediate 
class,  was  transferred  to  the  Primary  Department;  at  Christmas 
time  another,  whose  home  is  in  a  western  state,  was  withdrawn 
from  the  school  by  his  parents;  and  in  January  two  more  were 
removed  from  the  Department.  Late  in  the  winter  a  girl,  also, 
was  withdrawn  by  her  parents,  who,  on  changing  their  residence 
to  another  state  took  their  daughter  with  them.  In  all,  five  (5) 
pupils  dropped  out  of  this  Department  during  the  year. 

This  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  on  roll  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  slightly  more  than  balanced  by  six  (6)  new  pupils 
— one  boy  and  five  girls — who  upon  their  admission  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  different  times  throughout  the 
year,  were  found  to  be  qualified  for  work  in  Intermediate  grades 
and  consequently  were  placed  in  this  building.  The  girls  had  all 
been  under  instruction  in  other  schools  for  deaf  children ;  the  boy, 
who  is  partially  deaf,  had  struggled  vainly  for  some  time  to  keep 
up  with  a  class  of  hearing  children  in  a  public  school. 
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As  the  result  of  the  changes  mentioned  there  were  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-one  (171)  pupils  in  this  Department  in  June. 
But  the  Board  of  Directors  honorably  discharged  seven  (7) 
— three  boys  and  four  girls ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  summer 
seven  (7)  more — two  boys  and  five  girls,  were  dismissed  from  the 
Institution.  Three  (3)  also — all  girls — were  withdrawn  by  their 
parents ;  and  in  August  one  ( 1 )  girl  died.  Consequently  only  one 
hundred  and  fifty-three  (153)  of  last  year’s  pupils  returned  to 
school  at  the  opening  of  the  present  term,  in  September, — eighty- 
nine  boys  and  sixty-four  girls — and  this  number  was  still  further 
reduced  by  the  promotion  of  twenty-nine  (29)  boys  and  fourteen 
(14)  girls — forty-three  (43)  pupils  in  all — to  the  Advanced  De¬ 
partment,  leaving  only  one  hundred  and  ten  (no)  pupils  in  this 
building. 

As  soon  as  promotions  were  made,  however,  and  the  full 
number  of  vacancies  in  the  Department  determined,  fifty-two  (52) 
pupils  were  promoted  from  Primary  to  Intermediate,  classes ; 
eight  (8)  those  newly ,  admitted  to  the  Institution  were  en¬ 
tered  on  our  roll ;  and  one  ( 1 )  who  was  honorably  discharged  last 
June  was  readmitted.  In  this  way  the  number  was  brought  up 
to  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  (171)  pupils — ninety-five  (95) 
boys  and  seventy-six  (76)  girls. 

The  apparatus  furnished  last  fall  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  equip  one  of  our  playrooms  for  the  suitable  exercise  and  amuse¬ 
ment  of  the  boys  when  weather  conditions  are  unfavorable  for 
out-door  recreation,  proved  of  invaluable  assistance  in  solving  the 
always  serious  and  always  perplexing  problem  of  how  to  provide 
suitable  and  profitable  occupation  for  a  large  number  of  deaf  boys 
when  their  leisure  hours  can  not  be  spent  on  the  ball  field  or  other 
out-door  play-ground. 

The  general  plan  of  classroom  work  and  the  daily  pro¬ 
grams  which  were  followed  by  the  teachers  last  year  will  be 
adhered  to  in  the  coming  year,  and  with  our  present  corps  of 
teachers,  many  of  whom  have  proved  both  their  efficiency  and 
their  genuine  desire  to  co-operate  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 
good  results  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  to  be  confidently  hoped 
for. 
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Three  teachers  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  term  in  June.  Miss 
Edith  Wyckoff,  Miss  Ruth  Wyckoff  and  Miss  Bowman  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  appointed  Miss  Eva  Bristow,  Miss  Sadie  J. 
Charles  and  Miss  Emily  T.  Mercer  to  the  positions  thus  made 
vacant. 

Classes  have  been  assigned  to  teachers  in  this  department  as

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Report  of  the  Primary  Department. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent  : 

Dear  Sir:  In  the  Primary  Department  there  were  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-eight  (178)  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  term 
ending  June,  1913.  The  boys  numbered  ninety-three  (93)  and 
the  girls  eighty  (80).  Five  (5)  of  these  pupils  were  withdrawn 
at  the  close  of  the  year  making  our  enrollment  in  September,  1913, 
one  hundred  and  seventy- three  (173).  In  accordance  with  our 
usual  custom  promotions  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  term  and  twenty-nine  (29)  boys  and  twenty-three  (23) 
girls  were  transferred  to  the  Intermediate  Department,  which 
decreased  the  enrollment  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  (121). 

New  pupils  have  been  admitted,  thirty-three  (33)  boys  and 
thirty-one  (31)  girls.  These  pupils  added  to  those  already  on 
roll  make  our  number  for  this  year  one  hundred  and  eighty-five 
(185),  an  increase  of  seven  (7)  over  the  number  of  last  year. 
Of  these  pupils  ninety-seven  (97)  are  boys  and  eighty-eight  (88) 
are  girls. 

This  Department  includes  a  Kindergarten  for  the  youngest 
pupils,  those  not  more  than  five  or  six  years  of  age ;  and  First  and 
Second  Grades.  There  are  four  classes  in  the  Kindergarten ;  two 
classes  which  were  in  the  Department  last  term  have  been  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  First  Grade,  and  twenty  of  the  entering  pupils  have 
filled  these  vacancies,  thus  making  four  classes  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  this  year  as  in  the  past. 
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Our  plan  of  work  for  these  little  children  will  be  much  as 
it  has  been  in  the  past.  A  great  number  of  exercises  are  used  to 
bring  about  mental  development  and  at  the  same  time,  lip-reading 
is  taught;  with  the  result  that  toward  the  latter  part  of  the  term 
a  simple  vocabulary  may  be  given. 

The  school  hours  for  this  Department  are  from  8.15  to  10.30 
and  from  11  to  12.30  A.  M. 

During  the  period  from  10.30  to  11  the  pupils  are  allowed 
free  play  under  the  care  of  their  teachers,  always  out  of  doors 
if  the  weather  permits.  From  12.30  to  one  o’clock  the  period  is 
devoted  to  rhythmic  exercises,  balance  exercises,  dancing,  drills 
in  marching  and  directed  games. 

The  school  hours  for  the  classes  in  the  First  and  Second 
Grades  are  from  8.15  A.  M.  to  1.00  P.  M.  with  a  recess  of  fifteen 
minutes  at  10.45  A.  M.  when  the  pupils  go  out  of  doors  to  play. 

Lip-reading,  articulation,  language,  arithmetic  and  penman¬ 
ship  are  taught  in  these  grades.  There  is  a  period  in  the  evening 
from  7.15  to  7.45  when  the  older  of  the  pupils  study  their  lessons, 
under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers ;  and  on  Sundays  from 
nine  to  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning,  the  pupils  go  to  school  for 
religious  instruction.  In  the  afternoon  a  short  service  is  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  Chapel.. 

Miss  Whittemore  gives  five  hours’  work  a  week  to  the  De¬ 
partment  and  conducts  and  directs  the  lessons  in  physical  training. 

Miss  Christmas  has  been  appointed  as  supervising  teacher 
and  will  devote  her  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  teaching  in  the 
different  classes.  Having  been  with  us  in  the  Department  for 
many  years,  she  is  thoroughy  acquainted  with  our  methods,  and 
possesses  qualities  which  make  her  well  fitted  to  do  the  work. 

Vacancies  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Walters,  Miss 
Sampson,  Miss  James,  Miss  McGill,  and  the  promotion  of  Miss 
Christmas  have  been  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Martha  C.  Bell 
from  the  Advanced  Department  and  appointment  of  Miss  Edith 
E.  Richards  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Beverly,  Mass. ;  Miss 
Sybil  Richards  of  the  School  at  Rome,  New  York;  Miss  Eleanor 
C.  Jones  of  the  School  at  Fulton,  Missouri,  and  Miss  Mary  H. 
Broadbent  of  the  School  at  Oldham,  England. 
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The  pupils  in  this  Department  are  divided  into  eighteen 
classes  and  the  teachers  are  assigned  to  grades  as  follows :

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Report  of  the  Industrial  Department. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent  : 

Dear  Sir:  There  are  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  pupils 
enrolled  in  this  department,  at  the  present  time.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-two  (152)  girls  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  (198) 
boys. 

Instruction  was  given  in  all  branches  as  in  the  previous  year 
and  the  new  occupation  of  weaving  was  continued  with  excellent 
results. 

By  a  new  arrangement  of  classes  the  more  advanced  pupils 
in  addition  to  the  regular  period  will  receive  training,  in  the  va¬ 
rious  trades,  for  an  entire  week,  every  fifth  week.  We  hope  by 
this  to  aid  greatly  in  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  thereby  getting 
them  more  accustomed  to  shop  practice. 

There  were  two  changes  in  our  corps  of  instructors  during 
the  year.  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Rogers,  the  instructor  in  tailoring,  re¬ 
signed  and  Mr.  James  M.  Babinec  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

At  the  close  of  the  term,  Mr.  Eugene  C.  Moore,  the  instructor 
in  wood  work,  the  past  year,  resigned  to  take  up  the  work  in  a 
city  school.  Mr.  Ira  W.  Terry,  a  teacher  of  several  years’  ex¬ 
perience,  was  appointed,  and  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the 
work. 

In  addition  to  instruction  in  the  regular  work,  an  excellent 
line  of  new  work  was  completed  by  the  various  classes : 

The  carpenters  attended  to  a  large  amount  of  jobbing;  made 
and  fitted  a  number  of  storm  sash;  built  seven  closets  and  two 
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book  cases ;  fitted  neat  book  boxes  to  all  of  the  chapel  chairs : 
built  two  large  rooms  in  Cresheim  Hall  and  several  store-room 
closets. 

The  bricklayers  have  laid  a  brick  curb  and  gutter  on  the  drive 
near  Wissinoming  Hall ;  removed  a  large  drain  pipe  and  walled 
up  the  open  water  course,  near  the  bridge ;  built  a  number  of  inlets 
and  did  a  large  quantity  of  plastering  and  wall  pointing. 

All  of  the  outside  wood  and  iron  work  of  Wingohocking  Hall 
was  painted  two  coats  during  the  summer. 

Early  in  the  spring  the  boys  painted  the  outside  walls  and 
woodwork  of  the  Superintendent’s  house;  they  also  painted  and 
varnished  the  Directors’  parlor,  three  halls,  one  bed  room  and 
two  toilet  rooms ;  enameled  five  bath  rooms  and  refinished  all  of 
the  outside  doors;  also  papered  ten  large  rooms. 

The  classes  in  sewing,  shoemaking,  tailoring  and  baking  did 
excellent  work  and  succeeded  in  supplying  all  the  needs  of  the 
Institution  with  their  respective  lines  of  goods. 

The  classes  in  printing  have  also  accomplished  good  results. 
They  have  completed  Volume  IV,  Glimpses  of  English  History , 
published  the  twenty-four  page  school  paper  bi-monthly ;  printed 
the  Annual  Report  and  attended  to  a  large  quantity  of  job  work, 
which  included  the  ruling  of  many  reams  of  paper  for  study  hour 
and  school  use.

THE  INFIRMARY 
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Report  of  the  Physician. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir:  At  your  suggestion  I  have  made  the  following 
report  to  cover  the  period  from  October  ist,  1912,  to  June  1st, 
1913,  rather  than  from  October  to  October,  my  practice  hitherto. 
These  eight  months  which  practically  comprise  the  school  year, 
have  from  a  medical  point  of  view  been  uneventful.  The  first 
salient  feature  to  attract  one’s  notice  is  that  there  has  been  no 
death  at  the  Institution  or  during  the  school  term,  this,  considering 
the  large  number  of  children,  is  remarkable  and  must  be  a  reason 
for  profound  thankfulness  to  all  those  interested  in,  or  ha\  ing 
responsible  control  of  the  school.  Another  circumstance  meriting 
consideration  is  that  we  have  had  no  case  of  typhoid  f er,  though 
the  city  generally  and  the  ward  in  which  the  Institution  is  situated 
have  by  no  means  exhibited  any  particular  immunity  to  the 
disease.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to  mention  the  precautions  and 
safeguards  adopted  to  insure  uncontaminated  food  and  drink, 
further  than  to  say  that  they  are  carried  out  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.  We  have  not  been  so  fortunate  in  the  case  of  scarlet 
fever,  measles  and  chicken-pox.  The  most  serious  of  these 
affections,  scarlet  fever,  attacked  seven  children  in  Cresheim  Hall. 
These  cases  were  spread  over  a  period  of  about  six  weeks  and 
were  probably  all  due  to  the  infection  introduced  by  the  first 
case.  Disinfection  and  isolation  while  ineffectual  in  immediately 
suppressing  the  disease  did  nevertheless,  we  have  good  reason 
to  believe,  enable  us  to  limit  its  extension  and  prevent  what  might 
have  been  a  serious  matter.  The  epidemic  of  measles  was  quite 


extended  and  claimed  thirty-two  cases,  obliging  us,  as  on  former 
occasions,  to  set  aside  one  of  the  dormitories  in  Cresheim  Hall 
for  the  treatment  of  these  children.  Influenza  and  tonsillitis, 
as  in  past  years,  were  the  occasions  for  the  greatest  number  of 
admissions  to  the  Infirmary. 

The  records  show  eight  cases  of  fracture,  all  making  good  re¬ 
coveries.  Our  observations  coincide  with  those  of  others,  which 
indicate  that  it  is  the  untrained  and  physically  unfit  who  usually 
meet  with  these  accidents,  and  we  therefore,  so  far  as  possible, 
discourage  such  vigorous  games  in  this  class  of  boys,  directing 
their  attention  to  less  strenuous  sports. 

Other  affections  appearing  in  our  Infirmary  records  are  in 
no  way  peculiar,  nor  do  they  require  further  comment  in  this, 
report.  In  conclusion  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  the  pupils  of  the 
Institution  during  the  past  year  have  enjoyed  exceptionally  good 
health,  and  that  their  physical  welfare  and  general  hygiene  have 
received  the  conscientious  and  intelligent  consideration  of  those 
m  charge.  All  new  pupils  have  been  vaccinated,  and  regular 
sanitary  inspections  of  the  different  buildings  have  been  made. 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Wharton  for  his  kindness  in  seeing 
several  surgical  cases  in  consultation,  and  our  nurses,  Miss  Allen 

and  Mrs.  Evans,  for  their  continued  faithful  and  unremitting  care 
of  our  patients.

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Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 


To  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir:  I  would  respectfully  report  that  during  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1913,  three  thousand  and  forty-seven 
tons  of  coal  (3,047)  were  burned,  370  tons  less  than  the  amount 
consumed  last  year.  The  output  of  the  ice  plant  was  354  tons, 
at  a  cost  of  $266.60,  which  included  the  overhauling  costs. 

In  connection  with  the  power  plant,  the  air  pump  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  new  piston  and  valve  rods  and  a  new  steam  piston; 
the  front  brick  wall  of  the  main  flue  over  the  boilers  was  rebuilt, 
and  all  of  the  boilers  were  inspected,  tested  and  passed  O.  K.  by 
the  Inspector  of  the  Hartford  Company. 

At  Wissinoming  Hall,  all  of  the  iron  hot-water  mains,  which 
were  worn  out,  were  removed,  and  new  brass  pipes  substituted, 
and  an  ice-cream  freezing  equipment  put  in  the  kitchen;  some 
new  sections  of  firehose  were  put  in  to  replace  defective  ones, 
and  four  new  extinguishers  put  in  the  school-building. 

At  Wingohocking  Hall,  the  two  rear-center  fire-escapes  were 
provided  with  new  hand  railings,  and  some  new  brass  hot-water 
pipes  installed,  some  new  sections  of  firehose  were  provided,  and 
new  extinguishers  put  in  the  school-building. 

At  Cresheim  Hall,  the  four  toilets  located  in  the  second  and 
third  floors,  were  remodelled,  some  of  the  new  bed-rooms  in  the 
wings  wired  for  electric  light,  and  thirteen  sections  of  new  fire¬ 
hose  and  four  new  extinguishers  provided. 
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In  connection  with  the  ice  plant,  a  new  one-ton  copper-lined 
tank  was  added  to  provide  for  a  larger  supply  of  distilled  water, 
the  compressors  were  all  overhauled  and  a  larger  coil  for  cooling 

placed  in  the  butter  storage  box. 

The  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  with  us  owing

Terms  of  Admission. 


The  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  is  a 
school  of  learning,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
designed  to  afford  instruction  for  a  class  of  children  that  cannot 
be  reached  by  the  public  schools. 

It  is  sustained  by  the  contributions  of  the  benevolent,  and 
b>'  legislative  appropriations,  and  is  open  to  all  deaf  children  of 
suitable  age  and  capacity  for  receiving  instruction. 

The  system  of  instruction  includes  all  approved  oral  meth¬ 
ods  of  mental  development,  and  a  careful  course  in  industrial 
training.  No  boy  or  girl  leaves  school  without  a  good  trade 
or  without  expert  training  in  speech  and  lip-reading.  All  the  or¬ 
dinary  English  branches  of  study  are  taught. 

By  a  rule  of  the  Board  children  are  not  received  under  five 
nor  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

All  applicants  must  be  of  good  natural  intellect,  of  good 
health,  and  free  from  any  constitutional  malady  that  may  render 
them  incapable  of  receiving  instruction. 

The  charge  for  pay  pupils  is  three  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  per  year,  for  which  sum  everything  necessary  is  provided, 
including  the  usual  clothing  of  the  Institution,  boarding,  lodging, 
washing,  tuition,  stationery,  and  medical  and  dental  attendance. 
For  tuition  only  the  charge  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

Fractional  parts  of  any  year  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
thirty-two  and  one-half  dollars  per  month  for  boarders,  and 
twelve  and  one-half  dollars  for  non-boarders  or  day-pupils. 
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Payments  aie  required  to  be  made  half  yearly  in  ad\ance 

in  September  and  in  February. 

The  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  makes  provision  for  the 
instruction  and  maintenance  of  State  pupils ;  no  child,  therefore, 
is  denied  admission  on  account  of  the  inability  of  its  parents  to 

meet  the  expenses  of  its  education. 

Applicants  for  admission  as  State  pupils  must  be  between 
the  years  of  five  and  twenty-one,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory 
.evidence  of  the  inability  of  their  parents  to  provide  for  their 

•support. 

Pupils  maintained  by  the  State  receive,  in  every  case,  the 
-same  treatment  and  consideration  that  pay-pupils  receive. 

The  schools  are  closed  on  Friday  before  the  last  Wednesday 
.of  June,  and  are  re-opened  on  Wednesday  before  the  second 
Friday  of  September,  at  which  time  all  pupils  are  required  to  be 
in  attendance.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  the  progress  of  a 
whole  class  shall  be  retarded  by  a  pupil  who  joins  the  class  after 
its  formation.  Parents  are  particularly  requested  not  to  with¬ 
draw  their  children  from  school  before  the  vacation  has  com¬ 
menced,  nor  to  detain  them  at  home  after  it  has  ended. 

Pupils  must  come  provided  with  a  full  change  of  clothing, 
each  garment  being  plainly  marked  with  the  owner’s  name. 
Money  intended  for  the  personal  use  of  pupils  should  be  lei  t 

with  or  sent  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  packages  or  boxes  sent  by  express  to  pupils  must  have 

the  expressage  prepaid. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  deaf  children  should  be  taught  ^o 
form  letters  with  a  pen  or  pencil,  and  if  possible,  to  write  and 
speak  the  names  of  common  objects  before  they  are  sent  to  the 
Institution.  This  can  be  done  without  much  difficulty,  and  will 
save  much  valuable  time.  Circulars  of  instruction  concerning 
the  home  training  of  deaf  children  will  be  supplied  free. 

On  application  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia,  by 
letter  or  otherwise,  a  paper  with  printed  questions  and  blank 
spaces  for  answers  will  be  forwarded  to  any  person  desirous  of 
applying  for  the  admission  of  a  deaf  child.  After  this  paper  has 
been  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Institution,  properly  signed, 
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the  applicant  will  soon  be  informed  of  the  result  of  his  appli¬ 
cation  with  full  directions  as  to  when  and  how  to  bring  the  child 
to  school. 


Location. 

The  Institution  is  located  in  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia.  It  may 
leadily  be  reached  from  the  city  by  the  Germantown  and 
Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Broad 
and  Market  Streets  for  Alien  Lane  Station,  or  by  the  German¬ 
town  and  Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  from  12th  and  Market  Streets  for  Mt.  Airy.  Trains  run 
almost  every  half  hour  on  both  these  roads. 

Allen  Lane  Station  and  Mt.  Airy  Station  are  about  five  min¬ 
utes  walk  from  the  grounds  with  which  they  are  connected  by 
good  walks  and  roads. 

Trolley  cars  connecting  with  all  city  lines  pass  the  grounds 
every  five  minutes. 

Visiting  days:  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays.  No 
admittance  on  Sundays.
